“WHEELS” 


If you ever drive north on Bayshore Freeway as you 
pass Moffet Field a large sign can be seen on the right 
which reads simply, “WHEELS.” This sign is located sev- 
eral hundred yards from the runway and stands to remind 
pilots preparing to land their aircraft to lower their retract- 
able wheels. Now, naturally any pilot knows very well the 
‘wheels of his craft must be lowered in order to effect a safe 
landing. But, he needs to be REMINDED. He can forget 
an important step in the operation of landing. 


It seems to me this same thought can be carried over 
and applied in our Christian experience. There are things 
(charity, compassion for the lost, patience, prayer, temper- 
ence, etc.) which we believe without question are necessary 


practices if we are going to avoid a spiritual crash. We are 


easily deceived. For a time we can go along with little or 
no trouble when spiritual matters are put aside and given 
second place. But mind you, this can be only a temporary 
situation. When a real test is faced, disaster is the sure re- 
sult because we forgot about our spiritual landing gear. 


Just as the pilot needs a flashing bright sign “WHEELS” 
as a reminder, we need to have flash occasionally in our 
spiritual view, “PRAYER” “LOVE” “FORGIVE” “LABOR” 
“OBEY” and many other signs — all vital for our spiritual 
well being, ~

The Lord Jesus 
spoke of childlike faith to illustrate 
its simplicity, a need voiced, a prayer 
heard and a petition granted.

- and loving his Creator, finds it as 


natural to pray as the new born babe 
to breathe. Even one who forgets God 
will turn involuntarily to his Maker 
in a time of crisis. 

Prayer has many other avenues of 
expression beyond the simple asking. 
It may be a more solemn and digni- 
fied petition or the humble, earnest 
supplication. Or it may be an intense 


_ love and extreme devotion poured out 


_ in the presence of God. Intercession,

o statement of choice is 
more fitting to the Chris- 
tian, disciple, and the 


gospel minister than this declaration 
of the Psalmist, because: 

TRUTH is the goal of the learner. 

TRUTH is the condition of disciple- 
ship. 

TRUTH is the path to life eternal. 

TRUTH is the mission of the minis- 
try — to lead people from the darkness 
of self-deception into the glorious 
light of salvation. 


God is Truth 

Pilate asked the question: What is 
truth? He was standing in the pres- 
ence of the answer when he asked that 
question, for GOD IS TRUTH. When 
the Psalmist declared that he had 
chosen the way of truth, he was in 
effect saying, “I have chosen the way 
of GOD.” 

In one of the most majestic utter- 
ances in the Bible, truth is ascribed to 
God. Moses called on earth and 
heaven to hear a momentous state- 

Dr. S. A. Witmer, Executive Direct- 
or of the Accrediting Association of 
Bible Colleges, delivered this message 
at Bethany Bible College last March 8. 
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Either or both may contribute. An ex- 
ample can be given in a known case 
of Divine healing. A lady approached 
her pastor with the simple request to 
be anointed and prayed for. A few 
weeks later she bared her breast to 
his wife revealing a small scar. “I know 
cancer when I see it,” she said. “After 
being prayed for, the growth dried 
up ds finally fell out. Since, my hus- 
band took it to the University Clinic 
and had it analyzed. It is cancer.” 
Simple faith followed by obedience 
in asking for prayer was rewarded by 
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a healing of miracle proportions. Yet 
we are only too conscious weak 
faith. May our cry be “Lord I believe, _ 
help Thou my unbelief!” | 
We often only begin to tap the 
power of prayer. The resources are im- 
measurable. A challenge confronts us. 
The assests are unlimited. May we ask — 
and intercede for “He is able to do | 
exceeding abundantly above all that | 
we can ask or think.” So, with a heart | 
abandoned to the will and purpose 
of God, dare to believe Him for the | 
impossible. | 


The White Light 
of Truth

ment. In Deuteronomy 32:1-4 is de- 
clared the majesty, the transcendence, 
the greatness, the unchangeableness, 
the holiness, the absolute perfection, 
and the justice of the Lord God. In 
the midst of extolling His name 
(character), Moses made the _asser- 
tion that God is “a God of truth.” He 
is a Being of absolute integrity. In His 
moral perfection, He is completely 
truthful. 

Truth is ascribed to each member 
of the Trinity. Jesus Christ was Truth 
incarnate: “I am the way, the TRUTH, 
and the life.” In the matchless record 
of His life, there is not the least taint 
of dishonesty. He never practiced de- 
ceit on Himself or on others. He never 
told a white lie. There was perfect 
consistency between His words and 
His works. 

Truth is also ascribed to the Holy 
Spirit. In each one of those memor- 
able chapters of the last discourse of 
Jesus, the Holy Spirit is designated as 
“the Spirit of truth.” (Cf. John 14:17; 
15:26; 16:13) His mission in relation 
to the sinful is to “convince the world 
of sin” — the truth about man’s moral 
condition; “of righteousness” — the 
truth about what men ought to be; 
“of judgment” — the final vindication 
of truth. The Holy Spirit’s ministry to 
the beliiever is to lead him into all 
truth: “When he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into all 


truth” (John 16:13). 

If God is TRUTH, it follows that 
all His ways are truthful. All that God 
does and says is in accord with the 
integrity of His being. This created 
universe never tells a lie because the 
God of truth made it. No farmer ever. 
planted a kernel of corn that turned 
out to be a stalk of wheat. Nature is 
reliable because truth is in the fabric 
of creation. 

Likewise, the moral universe never 
lies. “Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap. For he that soweth — 
to his flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting.” Because God is the Author 
of the moral law, truth is inherent in 
the Ten Commandments. The viola- 
tion of any one of them involves a 
lie. For example, the person who dis- 
obeys the first one, “Thou shalt have 
no other gods before me,” enacts a 
falsehood, because there are no other — 
gods. The idolator who bows down 
before “a graven image,” transgressing 
the second Commandment, also en- 
acts a lie, for it is impossible to reduce 
the infinite God to a piece of matter. 

It is obvious too that God’s words 
must be true. If the Bible is the Word 
of God, it must be true for a truthful 
God inspired holy men to write it. We - 
may test the validity of any voice that 
claims to be the voice of the Spirit, — 
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but when once we are assured that it 
is God speaking, argument and ques- 
_ tioning should cease, for it is the voice 
_ of TRUTH. Only one response is then 
_ appropriate, that of unhesitating 
_ obedience. 
If God is TRUTH, it follows that in 
_ the moral and spiritual realm there is 
_ absolute truth. There are fixed, immut- 
_ able points in the moral universe. The 
_ distinction between right and wrong 
_ does not shift with fashions in the 
thinking of men. It rests upon the un- 
changeable nature of the unchange- 
able God. Some things have always 
been wrong and will always be wrong. 
_ Now this view of truth contrasts sharp- 
_ ly with views that prevail in science 
and the modern educational world. 
Science knows nothing of final truth. 
In this age of relativity truth is only 
relative. At best a conclusion in sci- 
ence is only tentative, subject to re- 
statement with further experimenta- 
tion. This view has been carried over 
into the area of morals and religion 
_ undermining the very foundation up- 
on which.our American freedoms and 
democratic institutions rest. The re- 
sults are confusion, moral chaos, 
broken homes, juvenile delinquency, 
and widespread lawlessness. 


The Trinity of Evil 


I need hardly remind you that just 
_ as there is a Trinity of Truth in the 
_ kingdom of light and holiness and 

purity, so there is a trinity of lying in 

the kingdom of darkness. Satan, ac- 

cording to the Lord Jesus, is the father 

of lies. Speaking to the hypocritical 

Pharisees, He said, “Ye are of your 

father the devil, and the lusts of your 
_ father ye will do. He was a murderer 
_ from the beginning, and abode not in 
_ the truth, because there is no thuth 
in him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
_ speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, 
and the father of it.” (John 8:44). 
_ And the second person in this trinity 
_ of evil is the coming Big Lie — Anti- 
_ christ. The Apostle says that his com- 
_ ing will be “after the working of Satan 
_ with all power and signs and lying 
~ wonders, and with all deceivableness 
of unrighteousness . . .” (II Thes. 2:9, 
_ 10). And corresponding to the Third 
_ Person of the Blessed Trinity, is the 
_ “spirit of error” (I John 4:6). 
> 


Transformation Into Realm of Truth 


Since the fall, the natural man be- 
longs to the kingdom of darkness 
rather than to the kingdom of light. 
_ He has an affinity with sin, with ly- 
ing, cheating, deceit and error, and 
is under the influence of Satan, the 
father of lies. It is the gracious work 
of God’s redeeming grace to trans- 
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late the sinner from the kingdom of 
darkness into the white light of the 
kingdom of God’s dear Son. All that 
God does in conviction, in regenera- 
tion, and sanctification is to bring the 
object of His love into conformity to 
Truth. 


It can well be said that there are 
two radically opposite poles in the 
moral realm. One is the pole of Truth 
—of God the Father, Jesus Christ, 
and the Spirit of Truth. At the center 
of the kingdom of darkness is the pole 
of lying, deceit and error centering 
in Satan himself. Naturally, we are 
wrongly polarized. We have a natural 
bias toward lying and believing lies. 
Before a child can speak it can act 
out a lie. It cries as if it were in pain 
when it only wants attention. This 
bears out the statement of the Psalm- 
ist: “The wicked are estranged from 
the womb: they go astray as soon as 
they are born, speaking lies.” 


This fact of a bias toward error ex- 
plains much of what-is going on in 
the world today. We wonder how in- 
telligent, educated men can become 
adherents to soul-destroying, liberty- 
crushing, truth-perverting Commun- 
ism, but the fact is that intelligence 
and mere education of the mind are 
not correctives to the sinful bias of 
the heart that inclines toward error. 


The Crisis in Choosing Truth 


When we substitute the word God 
for truth in the Psalmist’s declaration, 
we begin to see what it means to 
choose the way of truth. It means to 
become completely free from self- 
deceit. It means to have done with 
cheating, telling white lies or black. 
It means to renounce completely all 
dishonesty, all deceie. It means to be 
conformed to the image of God’s Son; 
to be Christlike means to be honest, 
transparent, truthful. It means that 
works must match our words, and life 
our profession. 


All of this is included in becoming 
separated from the world, for the 
world is full of lying and deception. 
Several studies have been made late- 
ly of the typical college student in 
America, and here is one of the shock- 
ing findings: “Cheating is common in 
some of the major educational institu- 
tions.” Cheating! It combines in one 
the sin of lying, the sin of stealing, 
and the sin of deception, and yet is 
commonly practiced! Certainly no 
Christian student should be guilty of 
this sin. If he should ever inadvertent- 
ly do so, he should at once confess 
and repent of his sin, then trust God 
for pardon and be willing to make 
restitution. 


When one chooses the way of truth, - 
it does not ordinarily turn on whether - 


he chooses a course in Bible or ethics. 
It is much more personal than that. 
It usually turns on a point of inner 
response to practical truth, — the Holy 
Spirit saying, “Do this or do that.” 


Over the years a file accumulated 
in my office of letters received from 
former students. Among these were 
some letters of apology and confes- 
sion. I recall one from a missionary 


in India, who had spent many years 


in that land as a missionary. In sub- 
stance it was as follows: “The Lord 
has been speaking to me about some- 
thing that I must make right. I can- 
not have peace until I do. I left the 
school with an unpaid bill which I 
failed to pay in full. I want the col- 


lege to forgive me, and I am asking © 


the treasurer of the mission to send 
you a remittance of $25.00 out of my 


~ allowance.” A search was made of old 


records stored in the vault, and there 
it was — an item of only $8.67, but 
it stood between that missionary and 
the free flow of God’s blessing in and 
through her life. 


Then I think of a letter from a pas- 
tor. He had been seeking a fuller 
measure of power and blessing in his 
life and ministry. But there was a 
block. God had been speaking to him 
by the still small voice of the Spirit 
to right a wrong committed during 
student days. 
thing from the school shop to repair 
his car and hadn't restored it. It was 
of negligible value — only a dollar or 
two — but it eventually added up to 
disobedience to the will of God. He 
must confess the wrong and offer to 
make restitution. 


Then there was the one who wrote: 


“God has been speaking to me. When 
I was in school I cheated in an ex- 
amination. I don’t deserve the grade, 
the credit, nor the diploma. Please 
forgive me. I am willing to make any 
restitution that you ask. I must go 
through with God above all else.” Of 
course, while there is regret that such 
wrongs are occasionally committed, 
there is always a readiness to forgive 
as the mercy and grace of God are 
seen working in lives to bring them 
into conformity with the truth that 
makes men free.

shack was surrounded by greenery to.

If 
you believe emphatically in what you 
are a witness of, act, and speak like 
you mean every word of it for it is 
the truth. Remember, you are Christ’s 
representative here on earth. The sal- 
vation of the unbeliever hangs in the 
balance. Consequently, you should be 
very sincere, enthusiastic, and positive 
in your witnessing. 

V. PRAY FOR THE LEADING 
OF GOD’S SPIRIT. 

Before you witness and as you 
pause for answers during your con- 
versation, pray. This may be your only 
opportunity and the sinners last to ac- 
cept the Lord as his Saviour. So much 
depends upon your tact, love, and 
concern for his soul.

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JESUS TALKED 
ABOUT IT 


heard someone say the other 
Of day that he was tired of 

hearing our preacher talk 
so much about money. That started 
me thinking. In fact, I got thinking so 
much about it that I went to my New 
Testament, and I began to read up 
on the subject of Jesus’ preaching. I 
was amazed to discover that He was 
constantly talking about money. 

I don’t remember now just how 
many of His parables are built about 
the subjects of money and of giving, 
but I know it seemed to me that about 
every other one was related to those 
subjects in some form. 


And He was always preaching about 
money. He advised us not to lay up 
treasures on earth where moth and 
rust consume. He warned us that we 
have received freely and ought to give 
freely as a consequence. He talked 
about the people who had different 
amounts of money and their different 
responsibilities. He commended one 
woman for what others called waste, 
just because it was the outpouring of 
her grateful heart. At the very outset 
of His ministry, He declared that no 
one could live on possessions, no mat- 
ter how many he had. 


All that set me thinking harder than 


ever. | began to believe that a subject ‘ 
which got so much attention from my — 
Lord ought to have more attention 
from me. 4 

I began to look about me and see 
how money did things to people. 
Some of them get hard and unreason- 
able when they get money. Others be- 
come grasping and even cruel. With- 
still others the piling up of wealth be- | 
comes something like a mania. I know 
people -- you know some too, I am — 
sure — who are not even able to spend © 
their income. I never expect to have © 
that much of an income, but I know — 
I must have a right attitude toward 
my small income or it will become a 
terrible master over me. 

The more I studied the matter the © 
more I became convinced that Jesus _ 
talked about money because He saw 
how insidious its influence in our lives 
might be — He saw what even a little 
money could do to a person if he did — 
not take the right attitude toward it. — 

I do not see how Jesus could have — 
called Himself the Light of the world — 
if He did not have any light for us _ 
on the problem of money. And I do 
not see how He could call Himself — 
the Truth unless He was willing and — 
able to tell us the truth about money, ~ 
and how to stand guard against it. I 
do not see how Jesus could call Him- 
self the Way, either, if He did not 
show me the way to keep an upper 
hand on my money. : 

I do not have very much to give. _ 
That’s because I do not have very 
much. 


But I am grateful for the fact that 
our preacher is always telling us where 
we can make wonderful investments — 
for the dear Christ’s sake. I don’t think - 
he would be doing his duty by us if 
he did not tell us that kind of story. 

I am glad he is always talking about 
money, for I am always thinking about 
it, and I need the spirit of Christ in. 
my thinking about money. If I did — 
not have it, the slender little income 
I have would rise up like some terrible 
master and embitter me and soil my 
soul, 

If I let the financial page of the 
newspaper do all my thinking, or in- 
spire all my opinions about money I 
would soon come to my spiritual — 
death. If I allowed my whims, my 
convenience, or my impulses to dic- 
tate my giving, I would never be com- — 
fortable. ef 


I am very sure if Jesus were pastor { 
of our church, and if He stood in our 
pulpit every Sunday, He would doa 
lot of talking about money.
